Escanaba annually has the 
fourth highest marine tonnage 
among Lake Michigan ports and 
this year is expected to edge 
even higher in the waterborne 
commerce listing by the Corps 
of Engineers. 
While Escanaba tops Milwau­ 
kee in port tonnage, there is a 
great difference in the charac­ 
ter of the commerce that makes 
up the tonnage figures. 
For example, Escanaba’s 7,- 
277,520 tons total for 1968 was 
chiefly the shipping of iron ore 
and receipt of gasoline, fuel oil 
and coal; Milwaukee’s 6,320,- 
718 tons for last year included 
a variety of commodities rang­ 
ing from steel for fabrication, 
to products consigned to for­ 
eign ports, and the receipt of 
liquid fuels. 
Chicago tops the list of Lake 
Michigan ports with 42,346,466 
tons, Indiana Harbor is second 
with 19,111,434, Gary is third 
with 11,423,655 and Escanaba is 
fourth on Lake Michigan, ac­ 
cording to a report issued by 
L. S. Kreger, chief, operations 
division, 
Department 
of

Army Corps of Engineers, Chi­ 
cago. 
After Milwaukee comes Port 
Inland near Manistique with 4,- 
393,077 and among others list­ 
ed is Gladstone with 253,185 
tons. 


Both Escanaba and Milwau­ 
kee are anticipating higher ma­ 
rine tonnages at their ports 
this year. 
The Chicago & North West­ 
ern Railway’s Paul Schilling, 
assistant 
ore 
superintendent, 
says the goal for the Railway 
is the loading of 7 million or 
more tons this year for a new 
record. The goal will be at­ 
tained if there is 
favorable 
weather in the late shipping 
season. Ore loading will con­ 
tinue here until about Christ­ 
mastime. 
Milwaukee, says John A. See- 
feldt, port director, “will have 
the best year in its history” and 
calls for an expenditure of $2 
million to help expand port fa­ 
cilities there. 
The Milwaukee Port Author­ 
ity is seeking $2 million in fed­ 
eral funds for dredging work. 
Little Bay de Noc is a natural 
deep water harbor and federal 
funding is seldom attainable 
for improvements. The last was 
a few years ago when the Corps 
of Engineers did some channel 
dredging at Kipling.

Soapy Returns 


Former Gov. G. Mennen Williams paid his 
first visit to the Upper Peninsula last Saturday 
since he returned to the United States early this 
year from the Philippines after resigning as 
ambassador to that nation following the Re­ 
publican presidential victory. The occasion of 
his visit to the lith Congressional District Dem­ 
ocratic Dinner, which attracted more leading 
state Democratic figures than had ever been 
assembled in the Upper Peninsula for any pre­ 
vious function. None of them, however — not 
even U. S. Sen. Philip A. Hart, tile principal din­ 
ner speaker — stirred more interest than did 
“Soapy” W illiams. 


During his unprecedented six terms as Gov­ 
ernor of Michigan, W illiams came to the Upper 
Peninsula more often than any other Governor. 
He was exceedingly popular here, and pundits 
credited the Upper Peninsula with pulling him 
through a connie of gubernatorial elections that 
were so close that ballot recounts were made be­ 
fore the winner could be decided. 
But that was long ago. The one-time “Boy 
Governor” is now gray-thatched and heavier 
than when he was in fighting trim. He wore a 
mod suit and a deep blue shirt with his trade­ 
mark green polka dot bow tie Saturday night, 
but the costume couldn’t masquerade tile pass­ 
age of time nor conceal Williams* new image as 
an old warrior. 
After leaving the executive mansion. Wil­ 
liams was apointed undersecretary of state for 
Africa by President Kennedy and later was 
named ambassador to the Philippines. In be­ 
tween these two offices, he attempted a come­ 
back in state politics but was defeated by Rob­ 
ert Griffin in his race for the U. S. Senate. 
Since returning from the Philippines, Wil­ 
liams has been politically unemployed. His name 
was mentioned prominently as the successor to 
John Hannah as president of Michigan State 
University, but the appointment went instead 
to Dr. Clifton R. Wharton Jr., a 43-year-old Ne­ 
gro who is Williams’ junior by 15 years. 
Now, reports have it that Williams is in­ 
terested in running for the Michigan Supreme 
Court. He suggested at Saturday’s dinner meet­ 
ing that he is planning to run again for office 
when he said, “As I look out and see who has 
come into the party since I returned from the 
Philippines, it makes me w a n t to campaign 
again.” Anyone with Williams’ energy and ap­ 
petite for politics can never be content to sit for 
long on the sidelines. 
*

Much speculation also surrounds the future 
of Attorney General Frank Kelley, w h o was 
toastmaster for the dinner meeting. Kelley (also 
wearing a deep blue shirt) gave no hint regard­ 
ing his plans. He is considered by many to be 
the leading prospect for the Democratic nomina­ 
tion to square off against William G. Milliken in 
the fight for the Governor’s office. However, 
Kelley is reported to have said privately that he 
does not intend to be a candidate for Governor. 
Another dinner speaker, former lith Dis­ 
trict Congressman Raymond F. Clevenger (deep 
blue shirt, of course), talked like a permanent 
ex-candidate. Now practicing law in Ann Arbor, 
Clevenger appears resigned to remaining out­ 
side the political arena while retaining an in­ 
tense fascination with what transpires inside the 
arena. His political career cut short premature­ 
ly, Gevenger is likely to continue to offer his 
counsel to those still actively engaged to parti­ 
san struggles. 
*

Sen. Hart, the last surviving Michigan Dem- 
crat in the top echelon of offices, comes to the 
end of his second term in the U. S. Senate next 
year. Although Hart has not said so, everyone 
expects him to seek re-election. The only ques­ 
tion is who will provide the opposition. 
One of those who was expected to seek the 
Republican senatorial nomination in 1970, Dr. 
Leroy G. Augenstein, was killed in the crash of 
his private plane last Saturday. 
Former Gov. George Romney, who now is 
secretary of the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, has been advanced as a 
potential candidate, but he has given no inkling 
that he is interested in returning to Michigan 
to take on an opponent of Hart’s stature. 
That leaves the field wide open, and as of 
this moment. Hart appears to be a good bet for 
re-election. The prospects for other leading Mich­ 
igan Democrats are much more hazardous to 
divine. 


Peninsula Potpourri 
A new community school program has been 
launched in the Copper Country, with Adams 
Township, Portage Township and Hancock city 
school districts combining forces and facilities 
to provide new educational opportunities f o r 
people in the South Range-Houghton-ITancock- 
Painesdale area. The school boards of these three 
districts have hired Ray Wiitanen as director. 
He is now enrolled in a six-week Mott institute 
f o r community school directors at Northern 
Michigan University.

Sheriff Edward J. Reindl of Menominee 
County announced that his officers would be­ 
gin to wear the flag of the United States as 
part of their regular police uniform. “The police 
officer today stands for law and order in this 
community,” he said. “F* i.’> the symbol of free­ 
dom Justice and protection for the law abiding. 
It is therefore very appropriate for us to wear 
and display our nation’s flag as part of our uni­ 
form to remind our citizens of the role we play 
in the defense of their homes and lives.

Kermit Tessmer has resigned as president 
of the Daggett Village Council. He will be suc­ 
ceeded by Robert Kuntze Sr., who was elected 
president pro-tem in March. Tessmer listed re­ 
cent rulings by courts — including one in Mar­ 
quette County — on conflicts of interest by in­ 
dividuals holding more than one public office 
as the reason for resigning. He has been a mem­ 
ber of the Menominee County Board of Super­ 
visors for eight years and will continue as a 
member of that governing body. 


Academic Dean Hails 
Bay College Program

“The greatest single reason 
that persons attend community 
colleges like Bay de Noc in Es­ 
canaba is that they 
axe the 
lowest priced means of higher 
education and job training.*’ 
This statement, says Dr. Wil­ 
liam Butt, dean of studies at 
Bay de Noc College, can lead 
to an assumption that is an er­ 
ror. 
The assumption often made 
Is that because community col­ 
lege instruction is lower in cost 
to the student than at a four- 
year college or university, that 
its instruction is not of as high 
quality. 
This simply isn’t true, says 
Dr. Butt. 
“The community college in 
Michigan, like Bay de Noc,” he 
said “doesn't offer everything 
that the 
baccalaureate 
(four 
year) institutions do,” he said 
“but what they do offer they 
offer in quality as good as that 
at the four year institutions, 
and, in some cases, it is better. 
“It is important for both col­ 
lege and students 
and 
their 
parents to understand this be­ 
cause otherwise they may be 
buying “prestige” 
instead 
of 
education 
with 
their 
extra 
spending at “big name” schools. 
Graduates Teaching 
“The current studies of stu­ 
dent unrest on the big cam­ 
puses have reported that one 
of the reasons the universities 
have 
difficulties 
is 
because 
they are plagued with poor in­ 
struction. I say that the rea­ 
son for this is that most fresh­ 
man and sophomore courses at 
the universities are taught by 
graduate students who attempt 
to teach fundamental 
courses 
while at the same time doing 
their own resarch and while 
they 
are 
studying 
graduate 
courses. 
“Obviously they can’t devote 
full time to their own learning 
needs and also to their teach­ 
ing 
responsibilities. 
Here 
at 
Bay de Noc we have classes of 
15 to 30 students to a teacher 
and at the university the stu­ 
dent is in classes with as many 
as 700 and you can’t convince 
me that the same quality of 
learning is going on in the two 
situations. 
“This is not to say that tile 
universities do not have great 
teachers. They do, but the un­ 
dergraduate 
student 
at 
the 
freshman and sophomore level 
doesn’t sit at the feet of the 
great men. 
Full-Time Teachers 
“Our teachers here at Bay 
come to us with advanced de­ 
grees and they devote their full 
time to teaching. We have a 
full time faculty of 35 with 
m aster’s 
degrees — including 
most of our vocational educa­ 
tion 
instructors — and 
some 
have doctorates. 
Focus on Learning 
“They have chosen to teach 
in a 
community 
college 
to 
avoid the pressure and chaos 
that exists on some university 
campuses. We had 250 applica­ 
tions for 7 positions on our fa­ 
culty this fall and they were 
a1] from highly qualified, pro­ 
fessional faculty members. It is 
a tribute to the community col­ 
lege that should impress 
the 
jHiblic as it does us in educa­ 
tion. And his experience is not 
unique to Bay de Noc College; 
many comm un ity colleges a ie 
finding themselves in thus same 
happy situation of being sought 
out by able people ae a fine 


place to have 
their 
teaching 
careers. 
“In contrast to a university, 
which has 
become 
research 
oriented and a prestige center 
and which 
is 
attempting 
to 
trade on this commercially as 
an adjunct of government and 
of 
industry, 
the 
community 
college 
concentrates 
only on 
learning 
and 
training. 
The 
community college student is 
really dedicated 
to 
learning 
and he has definite goals in 
mind. The university position 
is more a symbol of affluence. 
“What the community 
col­ 
leges are doing now, the Mor­ 
rill Act which set up the land 
grant colleges like 
Michigan 
State University was intended 
to do. MSU was the first of 
the land grant colleges. They 
were created to teach agricul­ 
tural and vocational skills and 
the mechanical arts. Now they 
are caught up in a movement 
beyond and 
above 
the com­ 
monplace and 
in 
many 
in­ 
stances the only semblance of 
the Morrill Act still evident is 
in Extension Services. It’s all 
that's left. The older univer­ 
sities had laughed at the con­ 
cept of the land grant colleges 
when they were created and 
there is something of this same 
sort of regard today for the 
community colleges. 
Tuition Rising 
“When I attended 
MSU 
it 
was known as a “poor m an’s 
school” and I paid $30 a quar­ 
ter tuition fees. They’re $184 
a quarter now. 
“But the students who choose 
community 
colleges 
and 
tile 
parents who send them there 
can have the good feeling that 
they’re part 
of 
the 
fastest- 
growing part of higher educa­ 
tion in Michigan and in this 
country. There are more fresh­ 
men enrolled in the 28 com­ 
munity colleges of 
Michigan 
than there are in all 
of 
the 
state’s four year colleges and 
universities. 
“And I anticipate that the 
community college students at 
the sophomore level will soon 
outnumber those in the four- 
year colleges and universities. 
“Student attitudes about the 
colleges that they 
attend are 
changing. We are getting good 
minds in the community col­ 
leges. In our case we know 
from national testing that Bay 
is considerably above the aver­ 
age for community college stu­ 
dents and we have statistical 
evidence for such a statement. 
Location Helps 
“Our relatively isolated posi­ 
tion here in the Upper Penin­ 
sula is part of the reason for 
this. We are drawing students 
who averagely 
would 
go to 
four-year schools. We are very 
proud that 
our 
college 
has 
made it possible for hundreds 
more students in the Delta area 
to go to college 
every 
year 
than did before Bay 
College 
was created. So we are ex­ 
panding educational opportun­ 
ity to cover more young peo­ 
ple as well as deepening it so 
that more of them go farther 
with their studies. 
“In Delta County, 
25 per 
cent of high school graduates 
went to college before Bay de 
Noc was opened. Now 50 per 
cent go. We’ve made it possi­ 
ble for twice as many to ex­ 
tend their education. 
Thirty- 
five per cent are in vocation- 
ai-tecnmcai instruction, 
whicn 
rate is higher than the stat# 
average of 23 par cent. 


“Because Bay is so largely 
a commuting school in the bas­ 
ic concept of the community 
college there are strong influ­ 
ences of proximity and popu­ 
lation in our student body. 
This 
year 205 students are from Es­ 
canaba Area High School. 118 
from Holy 
Name, 
59 
from 
Gladstone, I from Perkins, 36 
from Bark River, 13 from Big 
Bay de Noc, 31 
from 
Rapid 
River and 
IO 
from 
Rock. 
Schoolcraft 
County 
sent 
54, 
Menominee 
County 
66, 
Iron 
County 
16 
and 
Dickinson 
County 19 and we have 7 out- 
of-state students. 
“All credits earned at Bay 
de Noc College will transfer to 
four-year colleges and univer­ 
sities and every institution in 
the state comes here to recruit 
our students to continue their 
studies with them after their 
two years here They wouldn’t 
come if they didn’t want our 
students,” Butt said.

Major Goals Of 
Astronauts Told 


SPACE 
CENTER, 
Houston 
(AP> — Apollo ll broke the ice. 
Apollo 12 tests the water. 
Apollo ll in July proved that 
man can land on the moon and 
return safely. Apollo 12 starts 
systematic exploration and lays 
the foundation for bolder explo­ 
ration to follow. 
Goals Revealed 
Nearly every waking minute 
of the Apollo 12 crew’s time on 
and around the moon is devoted 
to enhancing the scientific ex­ 
ploration. The accuracy of the 
landing, the amount and quality 
of work done on the surface, 
and the scientific value of the 
moon samples collected, all are 
vital to future lunar exploration. 
Apollo 12’s major goals are: 
—Collecting more lunar rocks 
for study. 
—Study man’s ability to work 
on the moon. 
—Set up equipment for long­ 
term testing. 
—Attempt a pinpoint landing. 
—Photograph 
future landing 
sites. 
The 
prime objective is 
to 
gather carefully chosen moon 
rocks and return them to earth 
for analysis. 
Rocks were brought to earth 
by Apollo ll, but this was a bo­ 
nus to the prime objectives of 
landing and returning. The sam­ 
ples were gathered at random 
because of the press of time. 
Select Rocks Eyed 
On 
Apollo 
12, 
astronauts 
Charles Conrad Jr. and Alan L. 
Bean will select rocks with the 
critical eyes of gourmets choos­ 
ing steaks. Dozens of rocks will 
be photographed from all sides 
before they are picked up, each 
to 
be carefully described and 
packaged. 
Third Priority Goal 
The spacemen also will do a 
more 
thorough 
evaluation 
of 
man’s ability to work on the 
moon. They’ll walk farther, stay 
outside the landing craft longer 
and do more tasks. Science con­ 
siders this evaluation second in 
importance only to the return of 
the rocks. 


The third priority goal is de­ 
ployment of an array of experi­ 
ments designed to give data 
about the moon’s surface, sub­ 
surface and atmosphere.

Of Pollution' 


DETROIT (AP) — Officials of 
six major airlines, accused of 
“excessive 
smoke 
emissiions” 
from their planes during take­ 
offs, have been summoned to 
appear next Thursday before air 
pollution control officials rn De- j 
trout. 
Tile airlines have been cited 
for 16 alleged violations of anti­ 
pollution laws by officials of the 
air pollution division of the 
Wayne County Health Depart­ 
ment. 
Charged with the excessive 
smoke emissions on Oct. 8 at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport are 
American. United, 
Northwest, 
Delta, TWA and North Central 
i airlines. 
Morton Sterling, head of air 
pollution control enforcement in 
Wayne County, said the accusa­ 
tions were filed after complaints 
from citizens. 
“This is the first step iii the 
enforcement proceedings,” Ster­ 
ling said, “ the airlines can deny 
the violations or admit there is 
a problem and start working 
towards a solution.” 
He said burners have been 
developed which can be installed 
on 
jet 
engines to eliminate 
smoke and pollution. 
Jack Gamble, chairman of the 
Detroit Committee of the Air 
Transport Association, said the 
smoke emissions are “more vis­ 
ible than toxic” to humans. 
“Aircraft do not produce sul­ 
phur 
compounds 
or 
carbon 
monoxide, the two biggest prob­ 
lems in air pollution today,” 
Gamble said. 
Sterling said. "Tbat’s smog- 
ging the issue. We haven’t cited 
them for creating sulphur com­ 
pounds and carbon monoxide but 
for black exhaust.”

exorbitant defense spending. 
Air Force estimates for the 
120-plane buy haw risen from 
1964’s estimate of $3.2 billion to 
the latest $5,249 billion figure. 
The Air Force says a change in 
design plus sharp inflationary 
pressures are responsible for 
the increase. 
Tile Air Force only a few days 
ago fired a financial expert, A. 
E. Fitzgerald, who focused at­ 
tention on the $2 billion cost in­ 
crease last year in testimony 
before Congress. 
“The final cost,’* the Air 
Force said, “will in all probabil­ 
ity be subject to interpretation 
•rf the contract provisions and 
may require adjudication in the 
courts.” 


Pentagon authorities refused 
to discuss alerts, but it was un­ 
derstood the Army had stepped 
I up prepar ations to deal with any 
major violence growing out of 
the mass march through the 
capital.
